RESIDENTS in 
Colcot’s The 

Pastures, have 
pleaded with the 
Vale Council to halt 
the construction of a 
joint pathway¬ 
cycleway along the 
perimeter of 

Buttrills Field. 

Construction of the 
path, which was con¬ 
ceived with the idea of 
making a safer and 
healthier route to Barry 
Comprehensive School 
for local youngsters, 
began on Monday (July 
2). 

But local residents Mr 
Ceri Price, Mrs Angela 
Price and Mrs Irene 
Frost, claim the path is 
being built without prop¬ 
er consultation by the 
Vale Council, is in the 
wrong location, and 
could lead to it being 
misused near houses. 

Mr Price said: 
“Residents in the area 
have been treated like 


mushrooms - drip-fed 
and kept in the dark. 

“We think there should 
have been more trans¬ 
parency in the process. 

“The path is to go 
along the east and ceme¬ 
tery side of the field, 
when it should be going 
along the western side.” 

Local residents 
received a letter from the 
council on June 25, 
explaining what was 
planned - but say that 
they have been trying to 
find out what was to hap¬ 
pen for more than two 
years, after a man was 
seen at the field operat¬ 
ing a theodolite. 

The pathway will be 
700 metres long and 
three metres wide. In the 
field, it will run from an 
alley (that links to Colcot 
Road) up to a point adja¬ 
cent to The Pastures, and 
alongside the cemetery to 
North Walk and St 
Fagans Avenue.

Councillor’s concern 
over the future of 
local residential home 


A Dinas Powys councillor 
has asked the Vale Council 
to outline its proposals for 
the future of Bryneithin, a 
residential home in the vil¬ 
lage which cares for elder¬ 
ly people with dementia. 

Three years ago, it looked as if 
the home might be forced to 
close, with residents being moved 
to Ty Dyfan in Barry, or alterna¬ 
tive homes. The relatives fought a 
legal battle to establish the right 
of residents to remain there as 
long as they wished. 

Conn Chris Franks, who lives 
in Dinas Powys, said he under¬ 
stands 13 staff are employed at 
the home plus a senior officer -

there are two residents. The ‘rev¬ 
enue spend’ in the last financial 
year was £450,000. 

Conn Franks claimed that he 
had failed to get a clear idea of 
what was planned at Bryneithin 
when he put questions on its 
future to Vale cabinet member 
Conn Stuart Egan during a coun¬ 
cil meeting last week. 

Conn Franks said he wanted to 
know whether the Vale Council 
had long term proposals for the 
home. 

He said: “The cost of the bun¬ 
gled attempt to close this much¬ 
loved home by the previous 
Conservative administration is 


now clear to all. 

“I was concerned that the new 
Labour administration did not 
indicate their proposals for the 
home and residents. 

“The plans to close the home in 
the face of strong opposition from 
the families involved and the 
wider community (by the previ¬ 
ous administration) were ill con¬ 
ceived and financially reckless. 

“Plaid now wants an assurance 
that in future, when considering 
any further cuts to social services, 
that adequate and meaningful 
consultations take place. We do 
not want a repeat of this fiasco.”

Barry schoolgirl

“More and more are 
appearing every week 
and they are causing a 
problem with the drop¬ 
pings over the gardens 
and houses. 

“Worse still, they 
have been landing on 
my roof. To my horror 
last week, as I looked 
out of the window, a 
seagull landed on the 
pond and took one of 
our fish. 

“We have had this

pond for nearly 20 years 
and the fish are well 
looked after and loved. 
It was a horrible experi¬ 
ence to watch and I was 
powerless to help. 

“I love our garden 
birds and always have 
feeders out for them.” 

But with regard to the 
invading seagulls, the 
woman issued this plea 
to people in the town: 
“Please people of Barry, 
stop feeding these seag¬ 
ulls as they are a real 


hazard.” 

The woman’s com¬ 
plaint mirrors that of Mr 
Richard Pierce, who 
lives on the other side of 
the town, and told The 
GEM earlier this year 
that delinquent seagulls 
were making the lives 
of local people a misery. 

He likened their reign 
of terror to that of the 
Alfred Hitchcock horror 
film The Birds. 

Mr Pierce said that 
when seagulls remain in 
their clifftop habitat, 
they don’t pose a prob¬ 
lem, but once they start 


nesting on people’s 
houses they become a 
nightmare. 

He said they dive 
bombed people to pro¬ 
tect their territory, start¬ 
ed squawking as early 
as 4am, fought among 
themselves, and he had 
even seen them have a 
set-to with a local fox. 

The Vale Council 
advises people not to 
feed gulls, because it 
creates an artificially 
high population, and 
encourages other 
breeding pairs to take 
up residence in an area.

‘Drivers setting up 
parking tragedy’ 


THERE is increas¬ 
ing unrest concern¬ 
ing inconsiderate 
and irresponsible 
car parking in and 
around Barry and 
Barry Island. 

A typical example 
can be seen daily in 
High Street, Barry: at 
each junction adjoining 
High Street, each corner 
displays double yellow 
lines but in these same 
spots, motorists defy 
the law and park on the 
yellow lines so close to 
the junction it impairs 
the visibility of other 
more thoughtful 
motorists. 

Recently, the local 
school bus (approxi¬ 
mately 30 feet in length) 
tried to turn into High 
Street from Windsor 
Road and was obstruct¬ 
ed by two vehicles on 
each of the comers and 
the bus could not 
manoeuvre in to high 
street and had to abort. 

The driver then tried 
to enter High Street at 
its junction with Market 
Street and again had to 
terminate, due to incon¬ 
siderate and foolish 
individuals parking in 
the same fashion. 

Another bus driver 
told me that when he is 


on that particular school 
route he has exactly the 
same problem. 

He also alleged that 
he then had to drive his 
bus to the Memorial 
Hall and the school- 
children had to be 
escorted on foot to the 
hall as the bus could not 
get near the school. 

I find this practice of 
parking without a 
thought for anyone else 
is very dangerous and 
selfish. 

Apart from the obvi¬ 
ous visible dangers of 
this kind of obstmction, 
if there was a serious 
fire in the High Street, I 
fear that a large emer¬ 
gency fire tender would 
also be severely 
obstructed from attend¬ 
ing. 

In such an emer¬ 
gency, the Fire Service 
need every valuable sec¬ 
ond in which to be able 
to carry out a rescue. 

If the Fire Service is 
thwarted by such a 
scandalous display of 
irresponsible car park¬ 
ing, it could lead to a 
tragic loss of life.

BUTTRILLS CYCLEWAY 


(CONTINUED 
FROM PAGE 1) 

The residents say it should go 
up the other side of the field near¬ 
er Colcot Road. 

They claim it is like going from 
A to B via C and D first. 

Mrs Price said Coun Claire 
Curtis had been helpful since 
being recently elected and had 
sought information on the path¬ 
way, but added: 

“We asked Coun Curtis why the 
pathway was going up our side of 
the field and she said a council 
feasibility study had decided it 
was the best route, but that is 
twaddle.” 

Mr Price claimed: “It will be 
within a metre of people’s gardens 
at The Pastures and within one 
metre of the front of the houses at 
Heathfield Drive.” 

Council officers have explained 
that the council had a ‘Safe Routes 
in Communities’ grant from the 
Welsh Government for the con¬ 
struction of the path. 

The grant is provided to pro¬ 
mote the safety of vulnerable road 
users and to encourage healthier 
lifestyles for people in the area 
near Barry Comprehensive 
School. 

The residents say that in the 
past people have raced quad bikes 
on the field and believe the path 
could become a race track, and 
gathering point for youngsters 
near the houses. 

Coun Claire Curtis said she 
understood local residents’ frustra¬ 
tion at the lack of information 
about the new path. 

“I was immediately contacted 
when residents saw workman at 
the playing fields and arranged an 
emergency meeting with my fel¬ 
low councillor Anthony Powell 
and the director in charge of the 
operation Miles Punter. 

“We were advised that the plans 
had been in place for some time 


for this cycle path and that the pre¬ 
vious Dyfan councillors had been 
kept fully informed of the project. 
It is very disappointing that resi¬ 
dents had not been kept in the 
loop. 

“The scheme forms part of the 
travel plan drawn up by Barry 
Comprehensive School some 
years ago to encourage pupils to 
walk or ride their bikes to school. 

“While I appreciate that the 
path may not be in an ideal loca¬ 
tion for some residents, I have 
been assured that any problems 
with the path and any anti-social 
behaviour issues will be moni¬ 
tored closely.” 

Coun Curtis said she had also 
spoken to another concerned 
party. 

“I have also been speaking to 
the local football league, the main 
users of the Buttrills playing fields 
about their concerns that the path 
is too close to the football pitches. 

“The Vale Council officers have 
again assured me that they will 
look at the issues and move the 
pitches if necessary. 

“The council is keen to have the 
path completed before the start of 
the football season, to avoid any 
disruption to the fixtures but they 
also want this to be a facility used 
and enjoyed by local residents.” 
‘MINIMISE DISRUPTION’ 

The director of visible services 
and housing Miles Punter insisted 
steps had been taken to keep the 
public informed of what was 
planned. 

“The council placed a public 
notice in local newspapers on 
June 21, notifying residents of the 
construction of the footpath/cycle¬ 
way. 

“Letters were also hand deliv¬ 
ered on June 25 to residents imme¬ 
diately affected by the construc¬ 
tion works. ” 

He insisted that the plans had 
been carefully thought through. 


“The design avoids any detri¬ 
mental impact on the existing 
sports pitches at Buttrills Field. 

“The route along the northern 
and eastern boundaries is consid¬ 
ered to have least impact on resi¬ 
dents as it runs alongside the 
adjoining cemetery. 

“There are a significantly high¬ 
er number of properties along 
Colcot Road, Woodham Park and 
North Walk that adjoin the west¬ 
ern and southern boundary of 
Buttrills Field. 

“The overall distance along 
either side of the Buttrills Field is 
approximately the same. 

“Where the route passes sever¬ 
al residential properties in The 
Pastures and Heathfield Drive, the 
design generally endeavours to 
maintain an ojfset from property 
boundaries of some five metres. 

“However, this is not achiev¬ 
able where the route approaches 
the existing footpath adjacent to 
number 20 Heathfield Drive when 
the offset reduces to a minimum of 
two metres to avoid an existing 
sports pitch. 

“The design of the route has 
incorporated barriers at either 
end to deter inappropriate use by 
motorised vehicles. 

“Unfortunately, it is impracti¬ 
cal to totally exclude motorcycle 
access whilst retaining suitable 
and convenient access for dis¬ 
abled persons in wheelchairs and 
mobility scooters. 

“The works have been pro¬ 
grammed to be completed outside 
the football season during July 
and August to minimise any signif¬ 
icant disruption to these sporting 
activities. ” 

Mr Punter added: “Due to the 
short time frame to implement its 
construction outside the football 
season, the council considers that 
there is no reason to halt con¬ 
struction works. ” 


Concern over 
Bryneithin

Coun Franks added: “What we want is the site 
maintained as a social service provision for the 
elderly and vulnerable. We acknowledge that a 
plan and investment is needed.” 

Mr Franks said his purpose in raising the issue 
was to ensure that Bryneithin, “a hugely successful 
home for the most vulnerable in society with dedi¬ 
cated staff’, had a long term future for people in 
the Vale. 

Coun Stuart Egan, the Vale cabinet member for 
social care and health (adults), lifelong learning 
and libraries, said that decision on Bryneithin 
could not be rushed. 

He explained: “The new administration has had 
a considerable amount of issues to consider and is 
having to reassess many of the services inherited 
from the previous administration. 

“The council will take a balanced and reasoned 
decision having considered all of the facts with 
regard to the future at Bryneithin. 

“Decisions this important should not be rushed 
and all the options about Bryneithin and the servic¬ 
es provided will need to be considered properly.” 

Coun Egan added: “We continue to ensure that 
the home continues to meet registration standards 
with regard to staffing levels and maintenance and 
this will continue to be the case while any resi¬ 
dents remain at the home.”

In a statement to the 
Assembly two weeks 
ago I announced £7.5m 
investment to improve

WARNING! 

‘Beware this 
computer scam’ 


Airport task 
force has 
first meeting 


FOLLOWING a 
police warning in 
The GEM last week 
(June 28) about a 
computer scam cur¬ 
rently in circula¬ 
tion, one lady has 
spoken out about 
her own experience 
as a further warn¬ 
ing to others. 

Foma Sanders, moth¬ 
er of GEM reporter 
Feigh, was caught out 
by one of the scammers, 
pretending to be from a 
computer protection 
company, warning her of 
“problems” with her lap¬ 
top that they could fix 
for a fee up front. 

After taking her bank 
and login details, they 
accessed her computer 
remotely and told her 
that they were solving 
the issues, “demonstrat¬ 
ing” to her programs that 
had “malfunctioned” 
while she watched. 

She told The GEM: 
“They were using jargon 
that to me was confus¬ 
ing. They were showing 
me internet systems that 
they were saying were 
faulty. It seemed very 
real to me, very plausi¬ 
ble. 

“I felt really unsettled 
afterwards. I didn’t real¬ 
ly know what I had com¬ 
mitted to. I spoke to sev¬ 
eral people from the so- 
called company and 


when I looked back at 
my notes I remembered 
they had spoken of com¬ 
puter ‘infections’ rather 
than ‘vimses’, which 
sounded out of place to 
me. 

“I spoke to my daugh¬ 
ter, who checked the 
company out and that’s 
when I rang the bank 
and asked them to cancel 
my credit card. 

“These people are 
working on catching you 
by surprise and I think 
they are sounding so 
assertive. If people get a 
similar call, either ignore 
them, or just say Hf there 
are problems with my 
computer. Ell get it 
checked at my end'. 

“I don’t expect 
there’s any chance of 
getting my money back. 

I think it was just their 
professional approach 
that caught me. 

“They were able to 
show me a list of ‘appli¬ 
cations’ on my computer 
which were ‘infected’ 
and they were quite per¬ 
sistent.” 

Last week’s report 
highlighted the local 
police force’s message to 
be vigilant against such 
calls, and last year. The 
GEM highlighted a case 
in St Athan where a 
woman was caught out 
by a similar scam. 


THE first meeting 
of a group aiming 
to improve Cardiff 
Airport, has ended 
with a positive 
statement from 
Carwyn Jones, the 
First Minister.

“I have established 
this new task force for 
one clear reason - to 
make sure Cardiff 
Airport grows and 
thrives. 


“I want Cardiff 
Airport to realise its true 
potential as a modern, 
well-connected success 
at the heart of our 
national infrastructure. 

“The airport is the 
gateway to our country 
and I want it to provide 
a fitting welcome to 
Wales, and play a key 
part in our economic 
growth. 

“For Cardiff Airport 
to be all it can be, the 
Welsh Government, the 
owners and all those 
with an interest, need to 
work together. Today’s 
meeting is the first step 
in this process. 

“We held constructive 
talks, explored our 
mutual interests and 
agreed on some joint 
actions before the next 
meeting.

THE day was unde¬ 
cided weatherwise 
but, fortunately, the 
sun came out and 
shone for the whole 
of the recent sum¬ 
mer evening walk 
in Dinas Powys, 
which was led by 
Val Hartrey. 

Six walkers joined 
their leader at Eastbrook 
railway station and made 
their way uphill to where 
there were great views 
towards lower Penarth 
and crossing several 
stiles near Holms Farm, 
emerged onto the busy 
and fast Pen-y-turnpike 
Road before they 
entered woodland. 

Casehill Wood and 
meadow, along with 
Cwm George, was 


acquired by the 
Woodland Trust with the 
support of the communi¬ 
ty and Pen-y-turnpike 
Wood was planted in 
1999 on grassland which 
they turned into a planta¬ 
tion of young native 
species that has now 
matured into woodland. 

The group circumnav¬ 
igated grassy paths 
around the wood and 
descended a wet slippery 
track to Casehill 
Meadow, where there 
were glorious views to 
Michaelston-le-Pit and 
Park Wood. 

Passing the area creat¬ 
ed in 2001, when 12 
members of the Welsh 
Assembly planted a 
grove of sapling trees on 
the bank of Casehill 
Meadow, the group 


descended to cross the 
wooden footbridge over 
the Cadoxton River. 

This river was once 
part of a huge mill leet 
that provided the power 
to drive the mill wheel 
back in 1426, and the 
river was diverted into 
the leet through a weir 
and sluice gate which is 
still visible near the ford. 

Following the track 
through the Millfield, 
the group crossed the 
stone bridge over the 
river and emerged at the 
bottom of Pen-y- 
Turnpike Road to return 
to Cardiff Road near 
Dinas Powys School for 
the short stretch back to 
Eastbrook after a 
delightful evening stroll.

AVIATION SOCIETY 

The perils of a 
royal fly-past 


GROUP Captain 
Ron Powell will be 
speaking to mem¬ 
bers of the Penarth 
Aviation Society 
about his 32 adven¬ 
turous years with 
the RAF on Friday, 
July 6. 

Starting in Eincoln 
and finishing in Tokyo, 
he did 27 different jobs 
during this time, one of 
which took in the nail- 
biting task of supervis¬ 
ing the RAF flypast on 
the occasion of the 
Queen Mother’s 90th 
birthday celebrations. 

He was very keyed- 
up and alert as he stood 
behind the Queen 
Mother watching the 
military parade with all 
its music and colour, 
because exactly as the 
Royal Artillery began 
marching down the 
Horseguard’s Parade 
drawing cannon for the 
salutes, three groups of 
aircraft were to fly over 
in close formation. 

Getting the aircraft 
there, timed to the sec¬ 
ond, was Ron’s job. 

The precision of 
the flypast always 
impresses onlookers, but 
they would be even 
more impressed if they 
knew what was 
involved. 

On this occasion, it 
had three elements: first. 


representing the Royal 
Navy, a Swordfish 
which is relatively slow- 
flying, accompanied by 
Army helicopters. 

Second, representing 
the RAF, came a 
Fancaster bomber. 
Spitfire and Hurricane. 

Third, nine Hawker 
fighters from Valley. 

Each group flew at 
different speeds and was 
holding off in airspace 
at different distances. 

Each was awaiting 
the signal from Ron, 
while Ron was keenly 
watching the ground 
parades with a mobile 
telephone at the ready 
and radio back-up in 
case of a glitch. 

Exactly 15 minutes 
after he started calling 
them in, the aeroplanes 
were flying in tight for¬ 
mation over the parade. 

But there had been a 
glitch, which Ron will 
describe in his talk. 

This is the second in 
a series of three talks 
about his varied and 
lively years with the 
RAF, and visitors are 
welcome.

Penarth Computer Club asks: 

WAS NORMAN L 
DEAN RIGHT? 


I CONFESS to being a science 
fiction fan in my youth - I 
took a monthly magazine. 
Astounding Science Fact and 
Fiction, edited by John W 
Campbell; a giant character 
in the genre and much 
respected as an editor. 

He took his job and his science 
seriously, and was known for reject¬ 
ing sub-standard stories, sometimes 
because the science was unaccept¬ 
able, even if it was fictional. 

About that time I was enjoying 
physics in school and was perfectly 
well aware that there was no such 
thing as a perpetual motion machine. 
Or so it was thought. 

John Campbell witnessed a demon¬ 
stration of a machine devised by 
Norman F Dean that was claimed to 
produce a force without a balancing 
instantaneous reaction force. The 
Dean Drive, as it was called, would 
be put on a scale, and when it was 
switched on the scales would show a 
loss of weight. 

Campbell was convinced that 
something was happening, but a life¬ 
time of experience (not to mention 
Newton’s Faws) made everyone scep¬ 
tical. However, the potential pay-off 
was so vast that several bodies want¬ 
ed to investigate further. 

Dean claimed he was terrified that 
someone would steal his idea and was 
prepared to demonstrate his drive 
only after the money had been put up 
and wanted to be promised a Nobel 
Prize. 

He was no crank. He had already 
invented a guidance system that had 
had been appropriated by the US gov¬ 
ernment for use in submarines and 
ballistic missiles. Its value has been 


likened to that of Harrison’s 
Chronometer that solved the problem 
of Fongitude. 

Satisfactory investigations never 
took place. Ever since Dean’s death, 
scientists have tried to prove his 
device will work or prove it will not 
work. 

Naturally, as the device contradicts 
the laws of physics as we know them, 
any test results are easier to accept 
when they say it does not work. The 
interesting thing is there are some sci¬ 
entists who say they can’t prove that 
it doesn’t! 

Dean had the same problem as 
Alan Turing. In the 1940s, scientific 
developments were made in great 
wartime secrecy, so the public were 
as unaware of his drive as they were 
of computers. 

What if Dean was right about his 
reaction-less thrust? His device 
means that a rocket would not need 
the fuel to spit out the fire to produce 
the trust that drives the rocket. Space 
travel would be transformed. It can¬ 
not possibly happen, can it? 

Sixty years ago we wouldn’t have 
thought it possible to carry around 
10,000 books in a Kindle; talk to 
someone in Australia; watch a film on 
a hand-held screen or listen to a 
selection of thousands of tunes as we 
walk along. 

Arthur C Clarke said: “Any suffi¬ 
ciently advanced science is indistin¬ 
guishable from magic.” And we know 
he’s right.

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

Healthcare across the 
UK: a comparison 


T he state of our 
healthcare is a 
cause for concern. 
The National Audit 
Office last week pub¬ 
lished a report highlight¬ 
ing key trends and vari¬ 
ations in the delivery of 
healthcare across the 
four nations of the UK. 

Despite the shared history 
and similarities between the 
four nations, there are consid¬ 
erable variations in areas such 
as health outcomes, spending, 
staffing and quality. 

Life expectancy varies sig¬ 
nificantly across the UK - 
from 77.6 in Wales to 78.6 in 
England for men, and from 
81.8 in Wales to 82.6 in 
England for women. Spending 
on health services in the UK 
more than doubled in cash 
terms in the last decade. 

In line with the rise in 
spending, the number of NHS 
staff has increased over the 
last decade. Scotland has the 
most GPs per person (80 per 
100,000 people in 2009 com¬ 
pared with 65 per 100,000 in 
Wales). 

In 2008-09, average hospital 
lengths of stay varied from 4.3 
days in England to 6.3 days in 
Wales. 

GEM readers will know that 
I am a strong supporter of the 
Health and Social Care Bill. I 
believe it will bring about 
fresh innovation and new 
approaches to healthcare that 
have the opportunity to drive 
efficiency and value for money 
in what is the UK’s most treas¬ 
ured public service. 

Coming from Wales, how¬ 
ever, we won’t benefit from 
such changes. Labour’s criti¬ 
cisms throughout every part of

the parliamentary scrutiny did¬ 
n’t offer their model in Wales 
as an example of their policy 
outcomes: cuts in NHS spend¬ 
ing, longer waiting times and 
poor mortality rates. 

Waiting targets also differ. 
In England, the target is 18 
weeks from GP referral to 
treatment. In Wales, the target 
is 26 weeks from GP referral 
to initial consultation. 

If the target is not met in 
England, provision in the pri¬ 
vate sector, for immediate 
treatment, is a possibility. 

This is not an option in 
Wales. Patients simply have to 
wait, and they do. 

The National Audit Report 
states that only 91.4 per cent 
of patients achieve GP referral 
within the Wales target of 26 
weeks. In England, 97.3 per 
cent receive first outpatient 


appointment or diagnostic 
service within their 18 week 
target. 

The UK government is to 
grow its health spend in real 
terms over this parliamentary 
period whereas the administra¬ 
tion in Cardiff Bay plans to cut 
Welsh NHS by more than half 
a billion pounds in real terms 
over the next three years. 

Other figures released via a 
EOI request, show that more 
than ten thousand people spent 
over 12 hours in accident and 
emergency departments last 
year, and over 700 spent more 
than 24 hours there. Similar 
figures are reported for 2010. 

These waiting times in A 
and E are just unacceptable. 

With planned cuts in the 
number of 24/7 A and E 
departments in the future - 
personally endorsed by the 
Eirst Minister - this bleak situ¬ 
ation is only set to get worse. 

These figures and report fol¬ 
low hot on the heels of a 
recent call for an inquiry into 
whether the ministerial code 
has been breached by the 
Health Minister in her han¬ 
dling and communication of 
NHS finances in Wales. 

While the Minister has pub¬ 
licly addressed her decision to 
allow three other health boards 
to draw down on this year’s 
budget (a collective total of 
£12 million), no similar refer¬ 
ence has been made to the 
additional £12m somehow 
made available to Cardiff and 
Vale. This lack of NHS trans¬ 
parency is misleading at best. 

Labour’s record-breaking 
cuts to the health budget have 
left our NHS reeling in Wales. 
It’s time to reverse that policy 
and invest in patient care.

Black hounds and winged 
serpents in the park... 


THE old village of 
Porthkerry is situated 
on the western side of 
Barry, in the Vale of 
Glamorgan, and dates 
back to medieval 
times when Celtic 
tribes dwelt in the 
area. 

These people were 
often terrorised by pillag¬ 
ing Vikings who would 
raid the coastline. 
Cwmcidi, originally a 
medieval village in exis¬ 
tence before the 13 th 
Century, spanned 280 
acres of land, which con¬ 
tained a parish church. 

In 1622, Cwmcidi was 
known to contain five 
houses and a small 
dwelling site. But these 
had virtually disappeared 
by the 1840s when the 
Romilly family 

(landowners of the com¬ 
munity since 1412) 
cleared the area to create 
Porthkerry Park, which 
has been used by humans 
for centuries. 

They constructed a 
farm and cottages which 
housed employees such 
as foresters, stablehands, 
workers at the sawmill 
and meat leats by bleed¬ 
ing the woods and fields 
dry. 

The sawmill at 
Cwmcidi was built 
around 1835 by the 
Romilly family estate 
business with its first 
employee, Joseph 

Williams (a carpenter by 
trade) working the mill 
and its waterwheel until 
his death in 1880. 

Another gentleman 


named Joseph Williams 
then took over the busi¬ 
ness and created a black¬ 
smith and wheelwright 
shop. He was succeeded 
by his son George, who 
was the last person to 
man the mill until the 
1920s. 

The mill ceased trade 
from that point and it is 
reported that the aban¬ 
doned building was used 
as a local scout head¬ 
quarters, before being 
left to the elements. It 
was saved from deterio¬ 
ration in 1990. 

In 1588, a gentleman 
called Owen Williams 
purchased land below 
Barry Hill, where he con¬ 
structed a dwelling. One 
notable abode was 
named Cliffwood 

Cottage, which was built 
in 1583, housing its most 
famous occupant Ann 
Jenkin, who was eventu¬ 
ally convicted of practic¬ 
ing witchcraft. 

Another landmark 
which towers above the 
landscape of Porthkerry 
is the spectacular 
viaduct. It opened as a 
railway link to Barry on 
December 1, 1897. 

But disaster had 
already occurred in 1896 
when one the 13 arch¬ 
ways slipped, resulting in 
the line being closed on 
an immediate basis. 
During the time of its 
closure, this stone struc¬ 
ture was found to have 
unstable foundations and 
other faults, so during its 
time of repair, a loop line 
was created about 21/2 


miles in a northerly 
direction. 

On January 8, 1900, 
the railway line opened 
to carry goods trains, and 
on January 9, steam 
trains were permitted to 
carry passengers. 

The park today is 
known for its golden 
stairs, which acquired its 
name from the rumoured 
golden coins buried 
beneath it during con¬ 
struction. This, and 
Cliffwood (a lowland 
wood on limestone rock) 
were designated an SSSI 
(Site of Special Scientific 
Interest) in 1962 and 
1983. 

The fable of a man and 
his servant travelling to 
visit a local witch to pur¬ 
chase a love potion has 
been deliberated for cen¬ 
turies. As they refused to 
hand over payment for 
the remedy, a curse was 
thrust upon them and 
they were never seen 
again. 

In their place two 
mysterious trees 

appeared, one tall and 
straight, the other shaped 
in a crooked way. Could 


Ann Jenkin from 
Cliffwood Cottage be the 
witch in question, who 
cast her spell over vic¬ 
tims eager to test her 
magical remedy, or just a 
myth passed down 
through time surrounded 
by mystery? 

A tale of intrigue 
involves the woodland 
where large black hounds 
with red piercing eyes 
accompanied by riders 
on horseback have been 
seen prowling the area at 
the dead of night, only to 
disappear in an instant. 

Why would fearsome 
creatures from a distant 
era want to roam this 
vicinity intent on terrify¬ 
ing people from the pres¬ 
ent? 

Legend maintains that 
winged serpents with 
jewel-laden wings hover 
around the area of the 
park, and if witnessed, 
are considered to bring 
good fortune to 
bystanders in the form of 
money or valuables. 

But fact or fiction? 
Only you can decide...

F amilies 

have often

Hamm and Kristen Wiig, 
and Maya Rudolph and 
Chris O’Dowd). 

But, as it often does 
in the world of film, 
things don’t run quite as 
smoothly as the pair 
hoped when the thorny 
issue of the pair’s rela¬ 
tionship appears on the 
horizon... 

When Bridesmaids 
became a runaway suc¬ 
cess last summer, many

people suggested that it 
was a watermark in cine¬

While Friends With 
Kids shares many of the 
same cast, and in some 
promotional circles has 
been likened to this 
year’s version of that 
film, it is a different con¬ 
coction altogether, one 
that is wryly insightful 
and observational, if a 
touch too labored over¬ 
all. 

Written, directed by 
and starring Jennifer 
Westfeld (who had a 
hand in the similarly 
well observed Kissing 
Jessica Stein), this is 
much more than a 
chance for the actress to 
show off her talents. 
Certainly she is one of 
the leads, but it’s a film 
in which the characters 
are well sketched and 
engaging, and Westfeld 
sits nicely among the 
ensemble. 

Her performance is 
more than likeable, and 
along with Adam Scott, 
the pair make for a satis¬ 
fying coupling who are 
perfect for each other 
but are the only ones 
that can’t see it, their 
friendship a stumbling 
block to full-on love.

While not the laugh 
riot of the likes of 
Bridesmaids, Friends 
With Kids is still an 
amusing, well written 
film. 

VERDICT - Wry and 
well observed, and 
packed with likeable 
performances. Friends 
With Kids is well bal¬ 
anced, the laughs raised 
built on natural comedy 
and the concept of the 
21st century family.

It means making a 
Lasting Power of 
Attorney (LPA) on the 
new version of the 
forms, which came into 
force in October 2009. 

A Lasting Power of 
Attorney is a legal docu¬ 
ment that enables one 
person to make decisions 
on behalf of another. 

There are two types of 
LPA: financial and wel¬ 
fare. Financial LPAs 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if, 
for example, they are ill 
or disabled and cannot 
act for themselves. 

A welfare LPA 
enables a person to act 


on behalf of another if 
that person does not 
have the mental capacity 
to act for themselves, for 
example, in the case of a 
severe stroke. 

Without an LPA, it 
may be necessary for 
family members to apply 
to the Court of 
Protection for authority. 
This can be a distressing 
and lengthy process and 
is far more expensive 
than making an LPA. 

Once all parties have 
signed the LPA, they 
must then be registered 
with the Office of the 
Public Guardian before 
they can be used.

CARDIFF AND THE VALE OF GLAMORGAN SCHOOLS’ 
CROSS -COUNTRY PRESENTATION EVENING 


TWO of the most 
exciting cross-coun¬ 
try talents to emerge 
from Vale secondary 
schools for a num¬ 
ber of years gained 
recognition for their 
fine performances 
last winter when 
Cardiff and the Vale 
of Glamorgan 
Schools Athletics 
Association held its 
Cross-Country 


Presentation 
Evening at Ysgol 
Gyfun Glantaf. 

The duo are Matthew 
Edwards (Barry 
Comprehensive) and Ellie 
Atkinson (Llantwit 
Major). 

For year-10 Ellie, her 
progress since December 
2011 has been almost an 
unbehevable fairly tale, 
one which included win¬ 
ning the Cardiff and the 
Vale Schools under-17 
title in early February, fin¬ 
ishing second in the Aviva 


Welsh Schools National 
under-17 race at the end 
of February before finish¬ 
ing as the first finisher for 
the national schools team 
at two internationals - 
over the country at the 
Aviva SIAB Schools’ 
international in Scotland 
in March and on the road 
at the Virgin Money 
Giving Mini London 
Marathon. 

That progress was 
recognised with the award 
of a new trophy - the 
Andrew Ireland Memorial 


Cup for the outstanding 
girl. 

For older readers, the 
family name ‘Ireland’ will 
bring back fond memo¬ 
ries. Andrew, and his par¬ 
ents - Frank and Sally - 
made a huge impact on 
athletics in Barry and 
Barry and Vale Harriers, 
the old South Glamorgan 
county. South Glamorgan 
and Cardiff and the Vale 
Schools, the Welsh AAA, 
the Welsh Cross-Country 
Association, the Athletics 
Association of Wales, and 


Welsh Schools. 

Andrew gained Welsh 
Schools international hon¬ 
ours while stiU a pupil at 
Barry Boys’ School in the 
1970s. Sadly, injury pre¬ 
vented hi m reaching his 
full potential as a senior 
athlete but, having studied 
at Caerleon College of 
Education, he qualified as 
a teacher and gained a 
post at Llanilltud Fawr 
Comprehensive in 
Llantwit Major. 

His contribution to the 
life of the school - aca¬ 


demic and in the extra¬ 
curricular athletics pro¬ 
gramme - was held in 
high regard and he was 
promoted to the post of 
Head of Lower School 
before leaving to pursue a 
new career in the Baptist 
ministry. Sadly, having 
suffered the death of both 
of his parents in recent 
years, Andrew was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer in 
November 2010 and died 
in July 2011, in his fifties. 

It was intended to pur¬ 
chase the trophy to mark 
his death so, at the 2012 
Presentation Evening, the 
Cup was awarded twice - 
the first time to 2011 
recipient, Kate Seary 
(WMtchurch), with Elbe’s 
name recorded on the 
engraving as the second 
holder, much to the 
delight of her PE teachers, 
Mrs Abson Rees and 
Miss Danieba Woolf, who 
were present to see her 
collect the award. 
Hopefully, this may not 
be the only occasion that 
Elbe claims the award. 

The equivalent trophy 
for boys - the Birchgrove 
Cup for the outstanding 
boy - was shared this 
year, by Matthew and his 
training partner, Mike 
Ward (Llanishen). The 
two year-12 students 
made very different 
impacts over the season. 
Matthew was on top in 
the domestic programme, 
claiming the Cardiff and 
the Vale Schools’ league 
points title and the senior 
championships while he 
also won the schools’ sen¬ 
ior boys title at the 
McCain Cardiff Cross 
Challenge in January, a 
feat only ever achieved by 
one Vale-based pupil - 
Nick Comerford, on the 
Fairwater Park course in 
1984. 

Matthew also finished 
third in the senior boys’ 
race at the Aviva Welsh 
Schools National champi¬ 
onships at Brecon, but 
was forced to withdraw 
from the schools’ team at 
the Home Countries 
International in Glasgow. 
He was not back to his 
best when he represented 
Welsh Schools in the 
under-17 section at the 
Virgin Money Giving 
Mi ni London Marathon. 
That gave Mike his 
opportunity and he earned 
his share of the award fol¬ 
lowing excellent results at 
Glasgow and in the Mini 
Marathon. 

Last year, both 
Cowbridge and Stanweb 
enjoyed unexpected suc¬ 
cess in the winter season 
claiming a host of team 
trophies but there was no 
repeat this time. 

In the league, three 
individuals - St Nicholas 
resident Victoria Shaw 
(Howeb’s, year-7), Seren 
Ab in (Cowbridge) and 
Matthew - claimed points 
titles, with Seren adding 
the u 14 section to her suc¬ 
cess at year-7 in 2011, but 
only two Vale schools 
gained team awards. 
Cowbridge girls won the 
under-14 section with 
Bai^ boys taking third 
senior spot in their com¬ 
petition. 

There was greater indi¬ 
vidual success in the 
Championships with 
Seren (under-15), Elbe 
(under-17) and Matthew 
(senior) taking titles and 
Hliot I^chards (under-17, 
third), Victoria (year-7, 


second) and year-10 
pupils Kate Coker 
(Stanweb) and Erin 
Hayes (Llantwit) filling 
second and third places in 
the under-17 competition. 

However, only Barry 
and Cowbridge figured 
among the team awards, 
with the Cowbridge girls 
completing the only dou¬ 
ble of A and B awards in 
the same age group, in the 
years 8 and 9 champi¬ 
onships. 

The contribution by 
Vale pupils to the Cardiff 
and the Vale performance 
at the Aviva Welsh 
Schools Nationals at 
Brecon was significant. 
On a day on which the 
district did not match its 
2011 performances, every 
one of the Vale secondary 
schools was represented 
in a 30 strong contingent 
out of a total team of 85, 
down on the 91 in the 
previous year. Both mid¬ 
dle teams scored victories 
while both juniors plus 
the senior boys and year-7 
girls finished in the top 
three, but there was disap¬ 
pointment with the year-7 
boys only finishing fifth 
and the senior girls not 
starting a scoring team of 
six mnners. 

Three athletes - Elbe, 
Matthew and Seren Abi n 
- were awarded plaques 
for representing Welsh 
Schools at international 
fixtures. 

Plans have already 
been made for next win¬ 
ter’s programme with the 
boys’ starting at Trelai 
Park on Tuesday, 
September 18, and the 
first girls’ fixture due to 
be held at Bryn Hafren on 
Tuesday, September 25.

If you wish to question the validity of the Order or any provisions con¬ 
tained therein on the grounds that they are not within the powers con¬ 
ferred by the above Act or on the grounds that any requirement of the 
same or that any instrument made under it has not been complied 
with in relation to the Order, you may within six weeks from the 15th 
July 2012 apply to the High Court for this purpose.
